nearly iliree .wars. lie was tirst employed in 
.1. E. Seagram's slahle. lint was develo|K-d as a 
joikey hy \V. IJ. Wagnon, wlio sold Ids eontraet 
last spring to Mr. .1. S. Tyna- of Wasidngton. 
Sini-e I ntering tin- latter's employ, Snyder lias suf- 
fered injuries on two former la-easions as a result 
of falls. Kii.ider's home is in UiK-hester, X. 
where he has a molher. two sisters and a lirotlier. 
Trainer .1. .1. .Mel'alVerly. wlm is in eliarge of tin- 
Tyree horses here, is doing ever.vthing po.ssihle for 
the rider and if the youngster fails to recover it 
will not Ik- iH-eaiise of lack of medical attention.

HAS A NEW LEASE OF LIFE 



THE WINNER OF THE FIRST KENTDCKY HANDICAP AT DOUGLAS PARK 



In view of the outcome of the Kentucky Endurance Stakes of this year It .seems a racing certainly 
iliat Rndolfo would have won that iui|>ortaut event had he remained sound, lie was a horse tliat devel- 
o|K'd slowly and was mit able to win a race as a two-year-old. Imt improved as time pas.scd on and in the 
long run provetl hiiiisidf to be unite of the old-time trllK> of long-distance stayers. He gave an inkling of 
tills near the elosi' of his career as a thrce-year-old hy unex^'ctedly winning a dash of a mile and a lialf 
at the Latonia autumn meeting from proved stayers, and a few days later denionstratiMl eonclusively that 
long -distance racing was his siK'cialty xvheu he won the Latonia Cup at two miles and a nuarter. 

There was nothing in Riidolfo’s racing when a two-year-old to suggest future celebrity. He was bred 
liy George J. I.a>iig at Bashford Mamir and was raced hy that res|H>eted turfman and breeder. In his six 
iillempts at tliat age he was placed but once. This was wlien lie ftiiislied tliird to Island Queen anil I’lhiiit 
at Cliurehill IKiwiis, Septenilier Uo. ISHl, in a dash of live and a lialf fnrlimgs, run in l:0t>Hi. It was noted 
!>•' Iiini in Ids races that he was usually slow in estalilisbiiig Idinself fully in ids stride and going fast in 
Ids linishes. Wlien a three-year-old he was not started in a race until Juik- 3. at Latonia, wlien he tiuished 
third to Gates and Grif in a selling race at a mile and a .sixtetmth. run in 1:47. At the same track, Jane 
11. he ran si-eond to Fuck at a mile and si'venty yards in 1:44%. In these two races he raeeil as tlie 
proiH*rty of Mr. Long, but when he next apiKNirvd in pnlilie it was in the o\vnersiii|> of H. H. Emmons, for 
•v'loiH lie "as destined to win many giaal races aud uiueh money. On Uiis oeeasiou he was unplaced to 
F'-ineess Callaway, Caliph and Mary Davis, Imt was a elosi- up fourth, the race lieiiig again at a mile and 
seventy yards and run in I:!."!. His tirst wiiiumg race for Ids new owner and Idmself followed. Tills was 
at Hamilton, August Hi. wlien. in a dasli of a mile and a sixtiHUith fi>r maidens, he won l»y two leiigtlis in 
1:47^5 from sueli eoniniciiers as Cast Sti'cl. Tom Sayers and six more slow ones. He was taken to I>onis 
\il!e and ran niiplaeed in tliree races at Ikuiglas Fark. F’roin there lie Jonnieyed to I'orter, liid., and 
tliere. on (K’tola-r IK, ran tliird to EfTeiidi and Ozana at a mile in 1:41%. In ids second race at that track 
lie was niiplaeed to Ozaua, Rostnriinni and Sir Blaise at a mile in 1:.'S>%,. This race was a liaudieaii, in 
which he was only given HNt iwuinds to 112 on Ozanu, ».■» on Kosturtiniii and llo on Sir Blaise. 

'I'lirning over a new leaf. Kudolfo aliaiidoned tlie ways of tlie hiindile selling plater to blossom out ns a 
great stayer and liigli-elass stake liorse. At Latonia, November i>. with 98 |M>unds on Ids liaek and an ex- 
treme outsider in tin* iK-ttiiig, he was started in a pnr.se race at a mile and a lialf against Colonel HolUe 
way, HHi; liigli Frlvnte, 121; Civani de .Mentlie, Hi2; .Manager Mack, 102, and Helene. 99. and showed 
wliat lie nmld do when sent over a long route liy running the distauee In 2:32 and winning “as his rider 
pleased’’ liy two lengths, witli tlie other liorses tiidsidiig in the order named. Then he won fame for Idm- 
self four days later by taking Hie Latonia Cup in a canter li.v tifteeu lengths. In lids event he carried lOS 
|Minnds and his opiaments and their weiglits were. Colonel Holloway, 108; Cousin Puss. 100; Star Charter. 
F22; lligli I’rivate. 110, and Tay Fay, 100. The track was slow tliat day. hut after b«-ing reserved beliiml 
Hie leaders for a mile and three-ipiarters, Rndolfo passed them in a twinkling and won pulled uii. the time 
for two miles and a quarter being 3:o8%, aud extremely fast under the track conditions. That was his 
last race of the year. 

Rndolfo made his reapiK-aranee in racing this year at the Lexington spring meeting in an overnight 
liaudieap. Ma.v 2. and defeated Friiieess Callaway, Aii.v Fort, M«K-kU‘r aud Bell Horse easily in a dasli of 
a mile and seventy yards, run in 1:44. Tliree days later, in a similar race and at the same distance, he 
ran a dead heat with the fast eolt, Yankee Notions in 1:42%,, and was given the purse to avoid a ruii-on'. 
YanktK- Notions was then tlHiuglit to isissix-s a gixsl cliaiive of winning the Kentucky Derby and it was 
d' I tiled unsafe to sulijix-t him to tlie severity of another race forthwith. He carried pounds to 114

99. He ran tlie mile and a quarter of tlie rai-e in 2:05%, and defeate<i Ten IVdnt hy a length, tlie race 1 k'- 
ing of the net value of $12.1."»0 to Ills fortnnate owner. .Vfter tliis grand performaiiee he was not started 
again until .Inly 17. when lie won a purse at Fort Erie from Ymir, F'laMiergast and two more at a mile 
and a sixti-eiitli. He carried 120 |M>niiils. tlie weights on tlie otlies ranging fro'm HH'I', to loti. F'onr days 
later lie took up 129 I'ounds and was iH-aten by Flaliliergast. 107. at a mile and an eiglitli. niainlv iM'eiinse 
lie was wailed witli loo long and failed liy a leiigtli to get up when srmt f<H-*tlie race. Tliiit was his last 
tare. He fell lame and. while it was for some time denied Hint aiiytliing .serious was the matter witli 
liini. it was finally found nei-essary to turn him out of training, in 1 io|K‘ of a recovery in time to iilay a 
ilistiiigulshed part in the racing of 1914.

Sir Jolin .lolin.son. wlijeh luMit a shift.v bHiid in a 
mile eoiidition race, for whieh he was a well-baekeil 
favorite. Sir John .lohii.-ou was ridden li.v Joe Byrne, 
made praetieally all of tlie |iace aud lioat AV'ater 
Welles tiy a length aud a lialf. It was Sir John 
.lidinsoii's tirst victory over tlie Norfolk track. 
The old horse had never showed a liking foe the 
fiNitiiig here and toda.v’s victory would sivin to 
indicate tliat lie has rounded to his best recent 
form. .Apart from .Sir .lolm Johnson’s victory, tin* 
race was marked li.v a iHsir iH-rfonnanee li.v F.l 
Hro.

Ilioiigh nincli to be regretted, 
tliat tliere have lieen liil ler eomplaiiits liy tile pnlilie, 
who are the haeklione of the game, are heavily 
iiileresled filiiiliciall.v. and are eoiiseqiient l.v en- 
lilled to,ix|M*et greater eon.sideralioii. To defend 
careless starting b.v the plea of inattention or nn- 
rnliiie.ss on the part of Jra-keys is priina facie ab- 
surd. for tin- man who I'ontrols the liandliiig of the 
gate is iiivesii-d with jMiwers the pro|K>r oliservation 
of wdiieli would protect him against any such 
misbehavior, aud if lie permits it he Is alone to 
Ida me, though, unjustly, in no way a personal 
sufferer.”
